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HARRIMAN’S TANNERY COMBATING OFFENSIVE ODORS 


On August 1st, Dr. Choinard, 
and Dr. Webber of Lowell Textile 
in company with TM Cushing 
made an eee of Harriman’s 
"Tannery with the thought of sug- 
gesting improyements whereby of- 
fensive odors could be eliminated. 

The two doctors arrived 
about 11 A.M. and met Mr. Har- 
riman in his office. 

‘The first. item was a discussion 
of methods used by the tannery 
with a history of the plant and its 
p ood from 1915 to the present 

te. = 

Mr. Harriman explained that for 
some years he has been using a 
chlorination method of combat- 
ting odors, which involves using a 
machine which injects chlorine in- 
to the water which is mixed with 
waste materials. Two weeks ago, 
the tannery began to use another 
method which consists of dissolv- 
ing calcium hypo chloride in water 
and mixing this with the wastes, 
It was the initial use of this pow- 
dder, Mr. Harriman explained that 
caused the explosion two weeks 
ago in the tannery. An explosion 
in which, luckily, there were no 
serious aftermat The effect of 
this second method, which is quite 
new, and has been developed since 
the second world war is to give a 
double chlorination to the waste 
products. The real beginning of 
the new method, Mr. Harriman ex- 
plained would be dated from Au- 
gust 1st. 

Mr, Harriman exhibited to the 
two doctors some bottles contain- 
ing the final effluent, after settle- 
mentation, (which means materials 
the final settling pond). 


‘The doctors agreed that there 
not very much solid matters in the 
samples. 
This discussion was followed by 
tion of the tannery.

Editors Note: Calcium Hypo 
Chloride, which is the new mater- 
ial now being used in Harriman’s 
Tannery to combat odors is an 
improvement on Chloride of Lime. 
It was brought to its present state 
of development’ for military uses 


during the war. Some chemists 
regard its possible use of combat- 
ting Hydrogen Sulphide odors, 


(which is what we get from the 
tannery, according to.some re- 
ports) as being very promising. 

Hydrogen Sulphide, which is the 
odor one gets from rotten eggs, 
causes lead to precipitate and turn 
black. This is the material which 
keeps white paint from being used 
in industrial areas, in many parts 
of the United States. It causes 
white paints (lead base type) to 
turn black.

Fur- 
ther, it was found that the drug is 
highly useful in treating infections 
of the lining of the abdomen (per- 
itonitis), infected miscarriages, and 
similar infections. This antibiotic 
can readily penetrate into the baby’s 
blood supply before it is born, and 
is transmitted by the milk of the 
mother, 

Aureomycin is effective against 
kidney infections during pregnancy. 
It is also highly effective against 
what grandmother called “childbed 
fever,” whether the conditions arises 
from’a single organism or is a mixed 
infection. The antibiotics and ap- 
propriate_obstetrical care minimize 
both the likelihood and seriousness 
of phlebitis or “milk leg.”

Franklin and Washington 
agreed with them, as did Jeffer 
Adams and Hamilton, There was | 
great unanimity upon this subject. | 


The Senate of today still has a 
great many members who should be | 
retired, and they are not all named 
McCarthy. But threaded through | 
the entire body of 9 are men who | 
are keeping the mass together hy 
work and. common sense. We have | 
mentioned three of the newcomers | 
as examples of Senators who are 
restoring the ability and independ 
ence of the body. 

There are others of longer ex- 
perience who are also doing their 
jobs well.

HEALTH FOR ALL 
Curing All The Way 


Tuberculosis is @ serious, chronic 
disease which demands complete 
rest and good hospital care — us- 
vally many months of it — before 
victory over the disease is achieved. 
There is no half cure or even a 
three-quarters sure of tuberculosis, 
A patient's disease is either fully 
arrested or he is still ill with tuber- 
culosis. 

When a patient leaves the tuber- 
culpsis hospital with a medical dis- 
charge, it. means that the doctor 
knows it is safe for the patient to 
leave and’it is also safe for others to 
live and associate with him. 
But there are some people who 
become impatient and leave the 
tuberculosis hospital before they are 
completely cured. The patient who 
interrupts his treatment in this way 
does himself serious harm. By leay- 
ing the hospital too soon, a patient 
can ageravate his illness and us- 
ually returns later. to the hospital 
with more serious disease than the 
first time, 
A tuberculosis patient may give 
any number of excuses for leaving 
{before the doctor says it is safe 
for him to do so. He may give rea- 
sons of restlessness, discouragement 
over his illness, lonesomeness of 
concern for his family, or a combin- 
ation of some of these, 
The patient can and should talk 
over his misgivings and fears with 
the aoetor who can give him sound 
{guidance and help him secure the 
|mental relaxation necessary to his 
jeure. In addition, where unrest is 
| due to worry over the family, there 
may be specially trained persons at 
the hospital who are qualified to give 
patient assistance and guidancé 
to out his mind at ease. 
The tuberculosis patient who 
| sticks with his treatment and stays 
in the hospital for as long as the 
| doctor says is necessary can become 
| useful, active member of the com- 
munity once again after his medical 
discharge.

HOME FOOD 
PRESERVATION PROGRAM 


Two vitally important 4H pro- 
jects emphasizing home preserva- 
tion of food are being carried by 
club members in 47 states this year. 
They are the 4-H Canning and 
Frozen Foods programs, which are 
supervised by the Cooperative Ex-' 
tension service. 

Among their objectives is to put 
up home-grown products to provide 
well-balanced diet in non-produc- 
tive seasons. Thus the cash outlay 
for foods also will be appreciably 
reduced. 

As incentives for outstanding re- 
cords of achievement, county can- 
ning winners receive gold-filled me- 
dals of honor, The state 4-H champ- 
ion gets an educational trip to the 
National 4-H Club Congress, Chi- 
cago, in November. These awards 
and six national college scholar- 
ships are provided by Kerr Glass. 

In Frozen Foods, county winners 
are presented gold-filled medals and 
the state winner’s award is a 17- 
jewel wrist watch. Four sectional 
winners selected from the state 
champions will receive all-expense 
trips to the Chicago Club Congress. 
International Harvester provides 
these awards and four national $300 
college scholarships. 

More than 217,000 4-H members 
participated in these two programs 
in 1950. 

Last year's state winners in Mas- 
sachusetts were: Audrey Thomp- 
son, Orange, 4-H Canning; and 
Lorraine Royce, Monson, 4-H Froz- 
en Foods.

Most of us 
feel that a tan or even a “glow” on 
the skin is becoming to us and 
makes us look healthier.

attractive nor healthy. While over- 
lexposure to the sun is seldom a 
|direct cause of death, it can be 
dangerous because it can cause skin 
linfection and strain on the heart 
|and blood vessels. 

| The person who wants an attrac- 
tive tan without going through a 
painful sunburn stage should get 
to know his own type of skin, how 
sensitive is, whether or not it 
burns easily. Blondes or red-heads 
with fair skin are ordinarily more 
sensitive to the sun than brunettes. 
|Even so, a person's dark coloring 
is no guarantee against sunburn, 
|Skins vary widely in their sensitiv- 
lity to the sun's rays and everyone 
should get to know just how much 
sun his skin can take. 

There are a few precautions on 
sunbathing which apply to every- 
e. 

Regardless of coloring, one should 
acquire a tan slowly and gradually. 
Ten minutes, or fifteen at the most, 
are sufficient for the first day's sun 
bath. Each day following, the ex- 
posure time can be lengthened by 
about fifteen minutes until a pro- 
tective tan is acquired.

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INFORMATION FOR 
VETERANS, QUESTIONS 
AND ANSWERS 


Q—I am an automobile dealer. 
Now and then veterans come in for 
cars which they claim are essential 
to their jobs, and they ask how they 
can go about getting GI loans to 
finance their purchases, What 
should I tell them? ie 

A—You should tell the veterans 
first to find a lender and come to 
an agreement as to terms of the 
loan, Generally the lenders are able 
to handle the entire process, so that 
veterans need not visit their VA 
offices. It should be emphasized, 
| however, that VA cannot approve 
\car loans unless the auto is essential 
to the conduct of the veteran's 
business. 

Q—I have a NSLI policy. What 
would happen to it if I were to die 
|during the 31-day grace period, 
\owing VA for a-month's premium? 
| .A—Insurance remains in force 
during the grace period. Therefore, 
full settlement would be made to 
your beneficiaries, except for a de- 
duction of any unpaid monthly 
premium. 

Q-Some time ago I quit school 
under the GI Bill because my pro- 
gress had been unsatisfactory, I'd 
like to start in again before the 
| July 25 cut-off date. What must I 
do? 

A—You must (1) establish the
